4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sanderford et al (Pat. No. 6,084,547). 

Sanderford et al teach a hybrid navigation system including a GPS signal 
processor (102; 100; col 10, lines 6-29; fig. 1 1) for receiving GPS signals from 
satellites to determine positions of the mobile terminal, a TDOA signal processor 
(col 5, lines 54-63; col 15, lines 52-58; col 17, line 60-col 18, line 10) for receiving 
localization signals from stations of the mobile communication system to

determine positions of the mobile terminal, and a neural network (abstract; fig. 5) 
for learning and predicting the positions of the mobile terminal based on signals 
received from the GPS signal processor and the TDOA signal processor.
